The Paname Poarl Plsherics

The Panama (New Greoada) Star, of April
24th, gives an account of ke Pearl Fisheries of
Paname, in the form of a commugication from
a correspondent, We copy:

The Pearl oyater abounds, not only at the
islands, but all alopg the shores of the main
land; and even from the yet imperfect explora-
tion of thig coast, we are Inclined to the belief
that a serles of deposits lay from the Gulf of
Darien even to that of California. We koow
that in the waters of the Iatter place, and among
the shores of Cenurnl Mexico and Costa Rica,
fishera of shells have, for & length of time, en-
joyed the moat profitable employment, though
we are not yet aware that pearls of any conse~
quence have ever been discovered. From the
provinee of Chiriqui several shipments have been
at supdry times made, by merchants of this
town, of shells extracted from deposits in that
neighborbood; and bostmen who bring the ordi-
nary table oyster to this market, mssert that
bnn{:n of the pearl-bearing mollugcm, at not
very distant intervals, abound in every direc
tion on the coast of this State,

The extraction of this commodity haas, how-
ever, not been prosecuted with sny vigor,in con-
gequence of the fesr entertained for sharks,
aword-fish, alligators, and other ravenous mon-
sters which infeat these shores, but which are
80 comparatively scarce nt the islands us ot to
create great alarm amoogst the divers, Seve-
ral accldents which occurred some yeara ago
caused too much panie to induee any further at:
tempt along the shores; but it may with safety
be hoped that seien' ific appliances will soon over-
come Lheso obatacles and frugtrate the endeay-
ors of the pea enemies of man.

We do not see why the systems pursned at
Ceylon and in the Persian Gulf could not be
made ndaptable to apswer our use; and we re-
gret that we are not sufliclontly versed in these
syatems to unfold them at this point. In flne,
it may be interesting o kuow that the value of
the pearl osster shell consists chiefly in ita
pacreons excellence. The small shell, of which
many thousands are taken out and cast away,
are of complete uselessness, whilst the full
grown and well matured ahells, rich in their lri-
desgent heauty, are of high estimation and of
superior market worth.
